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New Zeppelin Raid on London Results 
in Heavier Casualty List Than 
at First Reported. 


Today's War News 
Given in Summary 


The British have made a general 
-attack along nearly the entire front 
from Ypres, in Belgium, to Loos, in 
northern France, the German war of- 
fice annoxmced today. 
It declares 
that all the attacks failed. 
The line 
of the new attack, reported by Bei- 
lin, extends for a distance of moie 
than twenty-five miles. 
If it proves 
to be in reality a concerted offen- 
sive movement, it represents one of 
the most extensive that the British 
have undertaken. 
The British at- 
tack was accompanied by a bom- 
bardment of the Belgian coast. 


Italy probably will take part in 
the allied movement in the Balkans, 
Réne Viviani, 
the 
French premier 
told the French senate today. 
That 
Russia would participate in the Bai 
kan operations of the allies begur 
by Great Britain and France, already 
has been 
announced 
by Premier 
Viviani.

ing the Russian troops would be sent 
as soon as they were available. 


Violent artillery fighting continues 
in the Souchez region, in northern 
France, where the Germans recently 
penetrated some of the trenches in 
the Givenchy woods, which they had 
rrevioijsly lost to the French. 
To- 
day's statement by the Paris war 
office mentions 
particularly severa 
actions between 
Souchez and Giv- 
enchy, to the northwest of hill No. 
140. 
In the Champagne a Germa-i 
attack to the west of Tahure was 
checked by artillery fire, the French 
report asserts. The French rear line? 
in the Champagne district have beea 
subiected to asphyxiating bombs, it 
is declared. 


The Nish-Saloniki line has beer 
cnt for a distance of five miles at a 
point believed to be about fifty mil«"- 
south of Nish, according to an Ath- 
ens dispatch. This trunk line is nat- 
urally the one that would be used 'b'" 
allied forces moving from Salonika 
to Serbia's assistance in 
resistiiii-^ 
the Teutonic-Bulgarian attacks. Ser- 
bian resistance to the Teutonic ad- 
vance south of the Danube is de- 
scribed In the current Austrian war 
office statement as "most 
severe."

Having failed in their attack on the 
British positions on the western front 
the Germans 
have

Al^ashington, Oct. 14.—Preesident Wil- 
son today approved Secretary Garrison's 
plan for increasing (he ai'my. 
it calls 
for an annual expenditure of $184,000,- 
000, an increase of approximately $75,- 
000,000. The plan in its approved form 
will be pre.sented to congress with the 
full backing of the administration. 


^luch of the increased appropriation 
would be devoted to coast defenses and 
a substantial increase In the field artil- 
lery. 
Detail.s as to increases in the per- 
sonnel of the army have not yet been 
made public. 
If the navy bill, which 
will ask for an increase of .$100.000,000, 
carries through its plan making the 
total naval appropriation .$248,000.000. 
the appropriations for national defense, 
including the army's $184,000,000, would 
total .$4.32,000,000.' It is probable, how- 
ever, that in final form the appropria- 
tions will not exceed $400,000,000.

The Case of Mayor 
Bell. 


After listening to more than live weeks of testimouy and argu- 
mejit, the jury at Indianapolis has. ri'iuiMu;d a verdict finding Mayor 
Jpsepli E. Bell not guilty of the cliaigc of conspiracy in election 
frauds as charged in indictments i-eturnod by the Marion county 
grand jury. 
Tiie case had claimed the widest interest by reason of 
the prominence of the defendant and the sensational character of 


I he charge made against him, and his vindication after a long and 
bitterly-contested trial is a victory of no small dimensions. 
Assailed 
as he was in the most vicious fashion, subjected to a fire in which 
neither merey nor .consideration for the man or his position liad any 
part, Mayor Bell has every reason to feel elated at the outcome of 
the long and bitter struggle. 


Nor will the jury's verdict, we tliink, be a surprise to those who 
have folloAved the case closely. That both primaries and elections at 
Indianapolis have been marked by shameless crookedness of one sort 
and another, that fraudulent votes have been cast in large numbers, 
that tribute has been levied, that money has been improperly used 
and that "strong aimi" methods obtained in many instances seems to 
have been clearly established by the testimony adduced at the trial, 
lîut that Mayor Bell conspired to bring about this sort of lawlessness 
and f aud, as he was charged in the indictment with having done, 
the state utterly failed to substantiate, and the jury promptly de- 
clared as much in its verdict exonerating the executive. 


Somehow there has been a lack of popular confidence in the 
action from the outset. 
It has been charged that the case was in- 
spired in too largo a degree by political differences and personal de- 
sire for vengeance, and the result Avas to largely discredit the whole 
procedure. 
Jt has been freely charged by friends of the mayor that 
the purpose of his foes was not so'mui^h to correct evils or to punish 
¡hose who may havo been actually guilty of wrong-doing as to " g e t " 
somebody and even up personal or political scores. 
Some of the 
aiore than one hundred men indicted with the mayor have already 
întered picas of guilty, and some of them were witnesses for the 
itate in the prosecution. 
What will be the outcome in the casés 


!\ hich are yet to come to trial remains to be seen. - Presumably the 
itate elected to try Avhat it considered its strongest case first. In 
this it has clearly failed to substantiate its charges.

In placing Mdiere it will do much good ihe fniit that 
ivould otherwise be utterly wasted, the Woman's League workers are 
cloiiig a mighty fine and helpful thing. 


A new instance of Dr. J. N. Hurty.'s forceful way of driving 
truths home was shown in his address at the Marion "health week" 
tu€!eting, in which he declared that prevention of disease is the best 
method of loweriog taxes. His contention is that 80 per cent, of the 
»ases of insanity are preventable, and cited the millions expended 
!or the erection and maintenance of hospitals for the insane in Indi- 
ma an expenditure whiKih could be very mftterially reduced by pre^ 
mention of the cases which necessitate such institutions. 
When the 
lealth advocates succeed in putting their propaganda pn a dollars- 
md-cents basis they are going to be able to claim a great deal more 
popular interest and enthusiasm than they have yet been able to 
awaken, despite the fact that they have made much progress in 
bringing about a recognition of its importance.

water on this land changes the desert 
into a waving green carpet when rice is 
planted. 


Rice in the tropics is i?rown in stand- 
in« water and harvested by coolies who 
thresh it out by hand, or it is trodden 
out by o.\en on some au"ient threshing 
floor. 
The bare-legged coolie and the 
ox are toe slow to harvest a 3,000-acre 
field in three weeks in California (which 
is rapidly becoming a rice growing cen- 
ter), and' notiiing but the best American 
harvesters can handle a crop of this 
magnitude. 


To operate a harvester requires 
a 
firm fi<»ii. therefore, to meet conditions, 
tlie rice fields after being submerged in 
water for five months must liecome dry 
in about five t'ays or harvesting is de- 
layed. 
This demands a soil that 
is 
impervious to water and that will not 
soften deeper than a few inches. 
To 
remove the water quickly over an ar^a 
of several square miles requires a uni- 
form drainage e]o{.c aiid a drainage out- 
let which has an established channel 
that does not flood other lands. 


Swamp lands, tule basis, or rich river 
bottoms are not "rice lands." Rice can 
be grown there, but it cannot be har- 
"ested by machinery. 
Tke growing rice 
requires a hot climate, and condition)« 
that would shrivel grain stimulate rice, 
provided an average depth of from four 
to eight inches of water is maintained 
over, the entire tract: 


The California State university has 
been paying much attention to rice since 
1912,

The most successful and most adept 
rice growers are the Japanese.

minimum of labor and bv the simplest 
means they have solved the field prob- 
lem of irrigation.

Washington, J). C., Oct. 14—Driven from 
their homes, torn from their loved ones, 
tortured with all the cruelties that the 
Mohammedan mind can devise, a whole 
race of people—the first christian nation 
of tlie M'orld—is being massacred and 
ravaged as it is goaded on, mile after 
mile, in a forced hegira of death. 


Betrayed Armenia is bleeding as it 
never bled before. 


The nails of the heathen Turk are be- 
ing driven through itb very soul on to 
the cross of persecution. 


Only when the end of the great conflict 
lifts tlie ciirtain on the stage of truth 
will the world know what the Armenians 
are now suflering—1915 years after th« 
birth of the Prince of Peace, for whose 
worship the3' are paying their lives. 


Armenia is tlie greatest victim' of the 
Avar, yet she has taken no part in it. 
She had not OA en had arms Vv itli which to 
defend herself. 
Thousands upon thous- 
ands have been slain and thousands more 
are now marching into the jaws of an 
aAvfiil death. 


Into the semi-desert of Mesopotamia, 
one into the valley of the upper Eu- 
phrates and the other toward the wild 
regions of the headwaters of the Tigris, 
wind the caravans—moving 
men, AVO- 
men, children, old and young—because 
the Turks mean to have Turkey exist 
for the Turks alone. 


"Military necessity," they call it. But 
the Avorld, when it aAvakes to the truth, 
Avill pass its oAvn judgment upon that. 


The Turks themselves know better. 
Said Pasha, when he was the Turkish 
grand A'ezir, said: "To get rid of the 
Armenian question .we must get rid of 
the Armenians." 
And that Turkey has 
proceeded to do for the past'20 years 
unitl at the present day their methods 
have become, so daring, so terrible, as to 
startle the'civilized world. 


Turk misrule and persecution was be- 
gun in 1877, Avhen, by the treaty be- 
tween Russia and Turkey, Turkey guar- 
anteed to protect the Armenians and the 
Kiu-ds. . In 1878, through the oflices of 


England at the Berlin congress, the pro- 
tection of the Armenians in Turkey Avas 
transferred to the six European poAv- 
ers, France, England. Russia, Germany, 
Italy and Austria, to modify Russian in- 
fluence in Armenia. 


The massacres have continued since. 
1894, Avhen the first one took place at 
Sassoun, a mountainous district where 
the Armenians were punished for trying 
to defend themselves against the Kurds. 
Then followed the great massacres of 
189.T and 1896 throughout 
the 
Avhole 
Turkish empire. Over 100,000 n^-ere then 


killed. 
Since then 
there have been 
numerous outbreaks, in all" of wh'ich Ar- 
menians died by the thousand. 


Even before the Armenian subjects of 
the sultan can be marched to eventual 
death, there arc regions in A^hich the 
men and the aged are given to the sword 
and the Avomen thrust into the harems. 
But oven in the harems there is a limit 
on slaA'os and the maseeg are kept on 
the move.

Sept. 24.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press).—"At a meeting j 
of the privy council

Buckingham < 
palace today the king signed an order | 
applying the regulations respecting the ! 
sale'of liquor in the districts of the ' 
metropolitan area." 
, This rather cryptic announcement, ap- 
pearing in black-faced typu ui I'-v.-o ^ 
London papers, meant that the long ex- 
pected "no-treating" order is now m op- 
eration throughout the greater city and 
that a great change must be made in 
the social habits of the people. 


Though designed mainly to check the 
custom of providing 
free liquors 
to 
soldiers from the front—especially thosj 
who arc about to depart again for the 
trenches—the order nevertheless is ap- 
plicable to everybody, and its violation 
will bring upon' the ofTcndor heavy fine 
or imprisonment, or both. 
Hereafter, 
except in the privacy of the home, the 
Londoner may not share a bottle or half 
bottle with R friend. 
There ia but one 
exception, and that is at meal times.

She was 
shown from the word of God that no 
one but the Lord -Tesus could meet hor 
need. 
She was told that the. freo, full, 
and present forgiveness of all her sins 
could be had by s i m p l y believing on the 
Lord .Jesus, who bled and died for her 
¡>n Calvary's cross. 


Instead of looking to. or believing in, 
Jé(SU8, "Mrs. Johnstone looked within to 
her cold, hard, wretched heart, and she 
became more and more miserable.

]iko„}iis iiiastor. thci Lord .Josus Christ, 
he endeavored to do good for evil. 


In tlie courfio of time numerous and 
repeated ouniplaints A\-ere made hy the 
villagers, and goiiieral dissatisfaction ex- 
pressed ^^ ith Mrs. 
's nianagemont of 


postal afiairs; and eventually a petition 
Avas got u[» A^ith the object of getting 
her displaced. 


Knowing how she 
had troated the 
preaclier, a deiputation Avaited upon him 
and expressed tho desire that he should 
head the document Avith his signature. 
To this he stouth' and strenuously ob- 
jected. 
To their amazement he sought 
to defend her, and pleaded Avith them to 
abandon their purpose and alloAV her to 
retain her post.

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DRIED FRUITS AN ECONOMICAL AND VALUABLE DIET 


The Farmer's Wife May Add to Variety of Daily Fare by Using Them Alone or in 
Cakes, Puddings, and Confectionery, and the Farmer May Add to His. 


Income by Drying Low-grade Fruit. 
. , 


Fresh fruits are divided Into two 
classes, 
"flavor 
fruits" 
and 
"food 
fruits," according as they are' valued 
for their flavor or as a food. 
Those 
that are SO per cent or more water, 
fall under the first claasiflcatlon (ap- 
ples, pears, peaches, and most of our 
common fruits), while those contaln- 
Ing less fall under the latter (bananas, 
grapes, and 
flgs.) 
The food value of 
a pound of dried fruit Is, of course, 
much greater than that of a pound of 
frosh fruit. 
A pound of the latter 
will yield 
an 
average 
of 
about 
6 
ounces 
dried, 
but 
the 
amount 
of 
water in the original fruit is no guide 
to 
the 
food 
value 
of 
the 
dried 
product. 


The 
main 
change 
which 
takes 
plac* during drying is the loss of 
water, but other changes also occur. 
Vary often the right degree of heat 
produces changes 
not 
unlike 
those 
which occur during natural ripening 
on the plant. 


In »ome caaes the crude fiber which 
fornu the basis of the plant structure 
Is reduced 
in amount 
or 
softened. 
Much of the starch 
Is changed 
to 
Home form of sugrar. 
The change in 
flavor 1« due partly to the proportion- 
ate Increase of sugar from loss of 
water and to absolute increase from 
chemical changes. 


To determine which of two frulta 
1B more economical, not only must the 
cost per pound be known, but 
the 
amount of bodily fuel that makes for 
energy and protein 
(muscle-bulldlng 
niaterlal) a pound of each would sup- 
ply. 
One must also consider 
what 
expense Is required to prepare each 
for the table. 
Orapes commonly cost 
leas a pound than raisins, but a given 
Tum spent 
for grapes 
will 
buy 
a 
smaller 
amount 
of 
nutrltlrve 
mate- 
rial, since the proportion of water Is 
touch higher than In the raisins. 


On the other hand, low-priced fresh 
fruit is sometimes as economJcal 
as 
% somewhat cheaper dried fruit, since 
the latter would require sugar 
and 
fuel to make It ready for the table. 


Attention should also be 
directed 
to the extent of inedible material. 


Fruit products In general 
contain 
little protein, but as sources of energy, 
derived 
almost 
entirely 
from 
their 
sugar, 
dried 
fruits 
are 
decidedly 
cheaper 
than 
meats 
and 
compare 
favorably with dairy products. 
They 
are, however, 
more 
expensive 
than 
cereals and etarchy vegetables, such 
as dried beans and potatoes. 


Under 
no 
circumstances 
should 


Portable Outdoor 
Evaporator. 


fresh and dried fruits be thought a 
luxury, since they supply the needed 
nutritive material as an integral part 
of the diet, besides adding to the at- 
tractiveness of the dally fare. 
If they 
are to be eaten raw, brands made and 
marketed In a cleanly way should be 
obtained. 


The amount of dried fruit produced 
in the United 
States increased 
575 
per cent in ten years. 
California pro- 
duces more than four 
fifths 
of the 
yearly output. 
According to a very 
rough estimate, each person In this 
country consumes on an average 5 or 
6 pounds of dried fruit a year. 


The value of the product rose from 
between four and five millions to over 
twenty-one millions In 10 years. 
The 
average wholesale price, however, hais 
not advanced with the increased de- 
mand; on the contrary, it has dropped 
from about 
cents to about 
4% 


cents per pound. 


Dried fruits are especially useful 
when the supply of fresh fruits is 
limited or where storage space for 
fresh fruits is lacking. 
Besides being 
used alone, they maj' be mixed Into 
cakes, 
puddings, 
confectionery, 
and 
other dishes. 
They afford a nutritious 
and 
economical 
way of securing 
a 
variety of diet, which is often over- 
looked by the housewife. 


That portion of the apple crop too 
low in grade to market in the ordi- 
nary way can often be made to pay 
a large part, at least, of the expense 
of maintaining the orchard if 
con- 
verted into some other form. 


In some of the apple-growing dis- 
tricts the 
evaporation 
industry 
has 
kept pace with the planting of 
th^ 


orchard 
and 
become 
an 
Important 
factor 
in 
the 
utilization 
of 
fruit 
which would prove unprofltable for 
market In thé fresh state. 


In preparing fruit for evaporation 
every blemish as well as the 
skin 
should be carefully removed. 


The fumes of burning sulphur are 
employed, not only to make the fruit 
white where the surfaces have become 
discolored 
by contact with the air, 
but to prevent further discoloration 
after It is sliced. 


The simplest form of conatructlon 
consists of a box placed horizontally 
to admit the boxes or crates with the 
fruit. 
Rollers are placed In the bot- 
tom to permit the crates to be movad 
along easily. 


The crates are entered at one end 
of the bleacher, those previously put 
in being pushed.along to make room 
7or the following ones. 


The sulphur Is burned Immediately 
below the point where the fruit is put 
into the bleacher. 
A short piece of 
stovepipe is placed at the 
opposite 
end for the escape of the fumes. 


When the apples are dried without 
slicing or paring they 
require 
less 
bleaching than If they are sliced, In- 
asmuch as the Interior of the fruit 
does not come In contact with the air. 


Fruit 
should 
be 
put 
Into 
the 
bleacher Immediately after the fruit 
is pared, to prevent discoloration. 


After the fruit Is bleached it should 
be sliced, cutting straight through the 
apple. 
The slices should be 
about 
^ 
inch thick. 


Other things being equal, fruit that 
is sliced to contain the greatest num- 
ber of rings, that la. holes made by 
cutting out the cores when 
paring, 
is considered best. 


The fruit should be turned two or 
three hours after the drying Is be- 
gun and then 
every two hours 
or 
such a matter afterward. 


One must use his own judgment as 
to when the fruit is thoroughly dry. 
When 
finished, 
it should 
feel soft, 
velvety and leathery.

Care of the Calf 


The first year of a calf's life Is the 
most Important with respect to Its 
growth. 
Unless 
animals 
are^ kejpt 
growing durifig this period their final 
development will be much 
retarded, 
and the chances a.re they never will 
reach the scale wlUch their Inheritance 
would give them. 


On the best regulated dairy farms 
calves are born In the autumn 
and 
early winter, and they should receive 
skim 
milk 
in 
moderate 
quantities 
through much, or all. of the summer 
following birth. 
On 
farms 
having 
hand separators there Is no difficulty 
In providing the sweet milk for calves, 
morning 
and 
evening, 
but 
farmers 
who patronize whole-milk creameries 
or who still skim by hand should re- 
member that after the first few weeks 
milk for calves should either be thor- 
oughly sweet or fully sour, that the 
most dangerous condition is the half-

sour 8ta«e. 
If milk is fed to calves 
when it Is In this changing condition. 
It is almost certain to cause 
Indi- 
gestion. 
It should not be half sour, 
nor sour one day and sweet the next, 
but always one or the other. 


Clean feeding palls must be used, 
otherwise the germs of fermentation 
and diarrhoea will be brought to the 
infant cow from the slime of the dirty 
drinking dish, and with young calves 
it Is important that the temperature 
at which the milk Is fed be nearly that 
of the body. 
Older animals may re- 
ceive milk of the temperature of the 
mllk-hoIdlng tank. 


While 
it 
is very^ important 
that 
heifers should 
have free access 
to 
pasture during the second summer, to 
develop strong bodies, the calf need 
not have pasture the 
first 
summer. 
In fact, for calves bom after the first 
of the year, pasturing may be a dis- 
advantage. 
Most young calves In this 
country are better off chewing tender 
hay In the quiet and half-dark stable 
than 
fighting 
files, 
panting from the 
heat, and cropping tough grass in the 
pasture.—R. M. Washburn.

In his endeavor to cope with the 
ordinary 
Insect 
and 
fungus 
pests 
which Injure his crops, the vegetable 
grower, whether on the f a r m or in 
the garden, should first identify his 
enemies. 
As a general rule it will 
be found that thorough tillage of the 
soil, a short rotation of crops, ample 
manuring and clean cultivation 
are 
the best of all remedies. 
All refuse 
remaining on the ground after the 
crop has'been removed, such ^s stalks, 
roots and leaves, should be got rid 
of by burning or burying In order to 
leave no shelter for wintering Insects 
and 
no 
diseased 
material 
for 
the 
spread of fungus diseases. 
This is 
work that must be done in the fall 
and It can not be neglected or the 
farmer will pay dearly for his negli- 
gence. 


Weeds of all descriptions, especially 
In fence comers and waste 
places, 
should be cut down before going to 
seed, or plowed under from time to 
time; they harbor many of our worst 
pests In summer and winter, and often 
afford convenient breeding places for 
enemies which the vegetable grower 
is endeavoring to combat on his cul- 
tivated plants. 


There are a number of kinds of 
insects that are general feeders, not 
limiting themselves to any particular 
variety of plant, but attacking almost 
everything that comes in their way. 
On this account they are the most 
serious Insect foes that we have to 
contend against and in many 
cases 
the most difficult to keep under con- 
trol. 
Among these are the 
aphids

(plant lice), cutworms, grasshoppers, 
white grubs, wire worms, flea beetles, 
and others. 
Of these we will describe 
only the fiea beetles. 


There are several species of these 
minute Insects which attack a large 
variety of plants; some confine their 
attentions to one or two kinds, while 
others are general feeders. The beetles 
are about one-tenth of an 
inch In 
length, 
oval 
and 
convex 
In 
form, 
usually 
shiny 
black 
or 
bronzed 
in 
in 
color, 
sometimes 
ornamented 
with broad, 
pale stripes along 
the 
back; they all possess enormously de- 
veloped thighs on the hind legs, by 
means of which they are enabled to 
Jump with great agility and 
hence 
have 
acquired 
the 
name 
of 
fiea- 
beetlea. 
They appear in the spring, 
often in large numbers, and eat small 
holes in the foliage of young plants, 
preferably the thick seed leaves. The 
larvae, feed for the most part on the 


roots of weeds, as well as some gar- 
den 
vegetables. 
Clean 
cultivation, 
especially of fence comers and bit* 
of waste land, is of the utmost im« 
portance in the control of these In- 
sects. 
In many caaes fungus disease« 
find suitable places for the growth oi 
their spores in the holes made In the 
leaves by these Insects. 


I t is important that those having 
to 
deal 
with 
the 
fungus 
diseases 
should understand the cause of such 
disease in order that they may apply 
intelligently remedies for their 
con- 
trol. 


Fungus diseases are caused by 
• 
low group of minute plants 
known 
as Fungi. 
These plants have no green 
coloring matter and are entirely un- 
able to manufacture their own food. 
All 
their 
nourishment, 
therefore, 
must be obtained from decaying ani- 
mal 
or vegetable remains or 
from 
living^ animals or plants. 
Those fungi 
which derive their nourishment from 
living plants in eo doing injure them 
in various ways, and thus give rise 
to what are known as fungus diseases. 


Generally speaking. 
In 
combating 
fungus diseases, methods of preven- 
tion only are practicable, as once a 
fungus is within a plant nothing can 
be done to destroy it. 
Care should 
be taken 
to 
keep 
the 
crops 
In 
a 
healthy, growing condition and free 
from 
Injury 
by 
insects. 
Unthrifty 
plants and those attacked by Insects 
arek more liable to fungus 
diseases 
than healthy ones. 
Rotation of crops 
should be practiced so that the winter 
spores left in the soil may not Infest 
next season's crop. 
Weeds should b« 
destroyed, as they frequently harbor 
fungi. 
Diseased crop refuse should 
be burnt and not thrown on the ma- 
nure heap. 
Fresh manure should be 
avoided as It frequently contains liv- 
ing spores of parasitic fungi. 
Intelli- 
gent and thorough spraying with bor- 
deaux 
or 
other 
fungicides 
will 
do 
much to prevent the spread of fungus 
diseases.

paring off of the roots, it Is claimed, 
stunts the tree.

MANURE 
SHED. 


The most popular method of caring 
tbr manure In Ohio Is the covered 
Manure shed. 
To obtain the best re- 
lults the shed should be provided with 
a cement floor inclined at each end 
to allow a spreader to be run In at 
one end and out at the other; the sides 
«hould be sufllciently high to contain 
«,11 the manure to be stored. 
The ma- 
nure should be placed evenly over the 
floor, and 
that 
from 
horses, 
cattle, 
Bheep and hogs mixed to prevent, as 
far as possible, aerobic fermentation, 
and consequent loss of nitrogen. 
Thei 
Sattle in the yard should be allowed to 
trample over it and it may be worked 
tVer by the hops without much danger 
of loes. 
In addition to being a store- 
house for manure, the shed furnishes 
a shelter for farm animals which will 
compact the manure so that the aeor- 
blc fermentation responsible for the 
loss of nitrogen will be largely 
pre- 
rented. 


SKIM MILK FOR PIGS. 


After weaning, plenty of skim milk, 
fresh pasture and a grain ration in 
addition are necessary for best 
re- 
sults. 
In no case will it be found ad- 
;risable to expect pigs to make profit- 
able growth on pasture alone. 
At the 
age of weaning the pig 
should 
be 
making very rapid and his most prof- 
itable growth. 
It takes CO per cent 
tnore leed to put r. pound of grain on 
a 150-pound pig than to put a pound 
on one weighing 40 pounds, and 83 
per cent more feed for a 360-pound 
pig. 
Keep the pigs 
gaining 
while 
young on pasture and dairy products. 
If 
available, 
always 
supplemented 
with a grain ration. 


Protecting the Bison. 


It Is stated that there are nearly 
t,000 bison in national parks, etc., in 
this country 
and 
In Canada. 
The 
American Bison Society is interested 
In preventing the extinction of these 
animals and in trying to ,foster their 
propagation: it is said to be meeting 
With success. 


REINFORCING CONCRETE POSTS 


Showing Effect of Retnfotcemeat. 


Concrete and steel render valuable 
assistance to each other in the sup- 
port of heavy burdens. 
On a solid 
foundation, loaded from above 
and 
thus under direct pressure, a concrete 
column will withstand the strain of 
an enormous load. 
A much smaller 
load so placed as to cause stretching 
or bending toward one side of 
the 
same column may cause it to snap 
off, for concrete is strong, but brittle. 
On the other hand, steel is tough and 
elastic. 
In the form of rods or wire, 
steel withstands massive loads 
that 
tend to stretch it, and thus displays 
a kind of strength directly opposite 
to that of the plain concrete column. 
In 
modern 
construction 
these 
two 
valuable properties of concrete 
and 
steel are utilized by combining them 
in what is called reinforced concrete. 
With 
steel 
properly 
burled 
in 
the 
concrete, the column withstands not 
only the load which might otherwise 
snap it, but one many times larger 
and even though it is applied at any 
place along its length. 


Reinforcement, there Is steel in the 
form of bars, rods or wires, buried 
In concrete to take up and withstand 
the strains which tend to stretch or to 
bend the concrete. 
A concrete fence 
post is merely a small concrete col- 
umn. 
Reinforced, 
it 
easily 
stands 
the strain from usage in a fence line. 


Since the load which causes bend- 
ing or stretching may come from any 
direction, 
concrete 
posts 
are 
rein- 


forced on every side; otherwise they 
might break In a manner somewhat 
similar to that In which the wooden 
post bends when the 
reinforcement 
is not on the proper side of the post. 
In the effort to be safe it is a common 
fault 
to insert 
more 
reinforcement 
than 
is absolutely 
necessary. 
This 
adds needlessly to the cost of 
the 
post, 
for 
concrete 
posts 
become 
stronger as they grow older. 


Metallic reinforcing materials 
are 
divided into two classes, smooth and 
corrugated. 
The general reeult of the 
many 
tests 
carried 
on 
in 
testing 
laboratories seem to Indicate that in 
strength of bond, If the concrete is 
sufllciently 
rich 
and 
well 
mixed, 
smooth surfaces give satisfactory re- 
sults. 
Two kinds of 
reinforcement 
are much used—bare and wire. 


Round bars three-sixteenth or one- 
fourth of an Inch in diameter, 
are 
the size and kind most used in posts. 


The development of the wire fence 
has produced a material well suited 
for reinforcing purposes. 
Single No. 
8 or two No. 12 wires twisted are 
suflJciently strong for reinforcement 
of ordinary line posts. 
Straight wire 
can be obtained from dealers in the 
same manner as baling wire—either 
single or twisted into two or three 
ply cables and of the length desired. 
The plain, ungalyanlzed wire is the 
proper kind; galvanizing adds nothing 
to the strength and the metal will not 
rust when Incased In the 
concrete.

Cut the weeds along the fences and 
highway. 
It improves the appearance 
of the farm. 


Neat Butter Print«. 


The most attractive 
package 
for 
butter Is the pound print, which can 
be wrapped in a parchment 
paper, 
and the whole enclosed In a paste- 
board carton. 
This kind of a package 
Is convenient to handle and the cover- 
ing keeps out dust, dirt and foreign 
odor«. 
Some 
custotners, 
however, 
prefer the butter packed in their own 
jars or crocks. 
Printed should 
be 
worth 1 or 2 cents more per pound. 


Get the Best Prices. 


proper grading is necessary in or- 
der to get the best prices from many 
crops. 
This is especially true of ap- 
ples and other products that sell on 
appearance. 
A fewv poor apples in a

ROTATION IN SEVERE CASES. 


Recent 
experiments 
have 
shown 
that in certain secUons of the country 
the soil of a field producing a crop 
of smutted wheat this year may har- 
bor enough smut spores to cause the 
appearance of smut In next 
year's 
crop If the field be reseeded to wheat. 
This sometimes occurs, where smut is 
very bad,, in spite of the planting of 
treated seed, and shows that, in such 
localities crop rotation should be prac- 
ticed In addition to seed 
treatment. 
Bunt or covered smut of wheat at- 
tacks no other cereal crop, but other 
cereals have their own smut diseases.

The manure so pro- 
duced. If kept evenly distributed over

floor, 
will be thoroughly 
com- 
pacted and will sustain only a small 
loss of nitrogen so long as the animal 
remains upon it, but if the manure is 
allowed to remain in the stall after 
the animal is removed there will be 
considerable loss of nl'trogen both as 
ammonia and as free nitrogen, due to 
the drying out and breaking up of the 
uric acid into ammonium carbonate^ 
and to the action of the bacteria on 
the 
organic 
nitrogen 
compounds.—

Nlnety-Qve per 
cent 
of 
their food was found to be field mice, 
grasshoppers, 
crickets, 
etc., 
which 
were infinitely more Injurious to farm 
crops than they. 
The charges against 
crows Is that they eat corn and de- 
stroy eggs, poultry and 
wild 
birds. 
Examination shows that they eat nox- 
ious Insects and destructive animals, 
and that although 25 per cent of their 
food is corn, It is mostly waste com 
picked up in the fall and winter. With 
regard to eggs, it was found that the 
shells were eaten to a very limited 
extent for the lime.

Farm Machinery 
Investment 


A dlfllcult problem on the American 
farm is to decide how much and what 
kind of machinery should be purchas- 
ed. 
Some farms are so overstocked 
with machinery that the depreciation. 
Interest and repairs eat up much oi 
the profits. 


Assuming the average dei>recIation 
on machinery- at 10 per cent, and the 
Interest on the money invested at 8 
per cent, we have an average yearly 
expense of approximately |13 on each 
$100 Invested in machinery. 
A man 
who has $1.500 worth of machinery 
would have $195 expense on this alone 
in Interest and depreciation. 
If 
his 
work could be done 
with 
half 
this 
amount, he could save $97.50. 
This 
would be equivalent to the interest ou 
$1,625 at 6 per cent. 


A farm of 80 acres cannot profita- 
bly use 4-hor8e machinery because t 
horses should do the work on a f a r m 
of this size. 
In buying machinery too 
large in proportion to the size of the 
farm unnecessary expense 
is added. 
This comes not only in the increased 
cost of machinery but 
also 
In 
the 
maintenance of any extra horses re- 
quired. 


AMERICAN 
MEAT PRODUCTS IN 
CHINA. 


The Chinese people very rarely eat 
beef, and its use is practically confined 
to the foreign residents of the empire. 


The Chinese are extremely fond of 
pork, but it would be Impossible for 
American firms to ship barreled pork 
to China and meet the competition of 
the native-grown article. 
Good Chi- 
nese pork sells at retail at a far cheap- 
er rate than it can possibly be put on 
the market in the United States, to say 
nothing of the freight cost half way 
around the world. 
The new trade In 
Chinese pork which hsts sprung up be- 
tween southern China ports and Eng- 
land Is a profitable one, owing to tha 
cheap price of the hog. Pork grown in 
south China is said to be a very good 
article, 
comparing 
favorably 
wltli 
American pork.

Treasury Head Advocates 
^ an Expenditure of 
$50,000,000. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 14.—Outlines of a 
new administration shipping bill to pro- 
vide the United States witli naval aux- 
iliaries in Avar-time and to be used in 
upbuilding foreign trade in times of 
peace, were made public last night by 
Secretary McAdoo in a speech to the 
business men of Indianapolis. 
The new 
plan, which probably will be presented 
to congress at the coming session, pro- 
poses appropriation of $50,000,000 to 
be expended by a shipping board to 
consist of the secretary of the navy, 
the secretar}' of commerce, members ex- 
officio, and three members to be select- 
ed by the president and confirmed by 
the senate. 


The board would be empowered to 
organize a corporation or corporations

The directors would Choos*;

Adoo declared, they would be removed 
from political influences. 
The board 
would be authorized to establish steam- 
ship lines to countries where American 
trade needs much iwcommodation. 
It 
lAight operate ships or lease them to 
other parties. 
It would have power 
also to reform navigation rules and reg- 
ulations, study shipping problems and 
make recommendations to congress for 
legislation "to encourage and develop 
a great • merchant marine 
tinder 
the 
American flag." 


Further, ilr. McAdoo suggested that 
tjie shipping board should have author- 
ity, acting in conjunction with the in- 
terstate commerce commission, to ar- 
range for through bills of lading by rail 
and steam lines to foreign ports and for 
special through rates to foreign ports 
so American railroads and steamships 
might meet foreign competition in the 
markets of the world. 
He declared the 
time had come for congress to consider 
regulation of merchant marine compan- 
ies. 
He did not say that such regula- 
tory powers should be given to the ship- 
ping board, hut argued that the recent 
withdrawal from the Oriental 'trade of 
tlie .ships of the Pacific IMaîl company, 
wJiich lie criticized 
would have been 
prevented if congress had, passed the 
ship bill at the last session. 
The shin- 
ping board, in that case, he said, would 
iiavc boueht the Pacific ^Mr-il/.s ships and 
kept them in the Oriental trade. 


Naval Auxiliaries. 


Secretary McAdoo 
laid 
particular 
emphasis on the need of naval auxil- 
iaries in plans for preparedness for de- 
fen.^^e. 


"The most indiapensable factor in any 
sensible plan ol national defense," he 
said, "is a powerful navy—both offen- 
sively 
and defensively—supplied 
witli 
essential naval auxiliaries in the foriii 
of an American merchant marine and 
manned by American seamen, who are 
ready and willing to light for the stars 
and stripes against any enemy on tlie 
face 
of 
the 
earth. 
We cannot with 
safety rely upon our ability to charter 
or purchase suitable naval auxiliaries 


when a crisis appears. 
The very es- 
sence of preparedness for'the'navy is 
to have these vessels of suitable types 
and construction where we can put our 
-hands on them xjuickly. Our neglect to, 
provide in the past the necessary naval 
auxiliaries gives us, however, one great 
advantage. 
By building them now we 
can develop a type that will be better 
than anything the world has yet pro- 
duced. Our one and indispensable need 
is ships; mejchant ships of American 
r^istry. 
We can get them by creating 
the necessary naval auxiliaries. 


"The terrible events of the past year 
in Europe, 
and- the acute 
situations 
which have arisen in our foreign rela- 
tions, have brought forciblj' to the front 
the necessity for greater naval and mil- 
itary preparedness than our people have 
heretofore believed to be necessary for 
tbe,.nationaI safety.

After listening to more than live \v<,-cks of testimony and argu- 


ment, the jury at huliununulis luis returned a verdict finding Mayor 
Joseph E. Bell not guilty of the eharge <jt conspiracy in election 
frauds as charged in indictments returned by tin- Marion county 
grand jury. The case had claimed the widest interest by reason of 
the prominence of tin; defendant and the sensational character of 


I he charge made against him, and his vindication after a long and 
bitterly-contested trial is a victory of no small dimensions. Assailed 
as he was in the most vicious fashion, subjected to a tire in which 
neither mercy nor consideration for the man or his position had any 
part, Mayor Bell has every reason to feel elated at the outcome of 
the long Jiiirl bitter struggle. 


Nor will the jury's verdict, we think, lie a surprise to those who 


have followed the rase closely. That both primaries and elections at 
Indianapolis have been marked by shameless crookedness of one sort 
and another, that fraudulent votes have been cast in large numbers, 
that tribute has been levied, that money has been improperly used 
and that 'Strong arm" methods obtained in many'iustauees seems to 
have been clearly established by the testimony adduced at the trial. 
]>ut that Mayor Hell conspired to bring about this sort of lawlessness 
.and f and, as he was charged in the indictment with having done, 
the state utterly failed to substantiate, arid the jury promptly de- 
clared as much in its verdict exonerating the executive. 


Somehow there has been a lack of popular confidence, in the 


action from the outset.

spired in too large a degree by political differences and personal de- 
sire for vengeance, and the result was to largely discredit the whole 
procedure.

demand for warehouse space and eleva- 
tor and mill capacity, and a call for 
capital to supply the great demand for 
a staple food product. 


Rice has changed in the U. S. from a 


novelty to a mighty agricultural and 
commercial impulse. 
This change has 


taken place almost in a season and the 
rush for investment in this new indus- 
try is one of the first evidences that 
capital has awakened to the immense 
possibilities of rice culture. 


I'misaul importance is attached to the 


successful introduction of rice here, bc- 
cinse it is a world's staple.

No possible expansion of the 
rice industry here cnM affect materially 
the world's market. All of the rice now 
produced in this country, including that 
from the great fields of Louisiana and 
Texas, comprises less than one-half of 
1 per cent, of the rice crop of the world.

I have seen with this 
army ten thousand pale-faced, hollow-cheeked, ragged, hungry and starving 
children, cursed by booze. 


Booze has caused 200,000 divorces in the United States in the last 


It divides more 
homes, fills more jails and empties mere churches than all other influences 
combined.

ORBED FRUITS AN ECONOMICAL AND VALUABLE DIET 


The Fanner's Wife May Add to Variety of Daily Fare by Using Them Alone or in 


Cakes, Puddings, and Confectionery, and the Farmer May Add to His 


Income by Drying Low-grade Fruit. 


Fresh fruits are divided Into two 


classes, "flavor 
fruits" 
and 
"food 


fruits." according as they aro valued 
for their flavor or as a food. 
Those 


that are 80 per cent or more water, 
tall under the first classification (ap- 
ples, pears, peaches, and most of our 
common fruits), while those contain- 
ing less fall under the latter (bananas, 
grapes, and figs.) 
The food value of 


a pound, of dried fruit Is. of course, 
much greater than that of a pound of 
fresh fruit. 
A pound of the latter 


will yield an average of about 8 
ounces dried, but the 
amount of 


water In the original fruit is no guide 
to the 
food value 
of 
the 
dried 


product. 


The 
main 
change 
which

plac* during drying is the loss of 
water, but other changes also occur. 
Very often the right degree of heat 
produces changes not unlike those 
which occur during natural ripening 
on the plant. 


In some cases the crude fiber which

•ome form of sugar. The change in 
fla-ror Is due partly to the proportion- 
ate Increase of sugar from loss of 
water and to absolute Increase from 
chemical change*.

According to a very 
rough estimate, each person in this 
country consumes on an average 5 or 
6 pounds of dried fruit a year. 


The value of the product rose from 


between four and five millions to over 
twenty-one millions in 10 years.

COVERED MANURE SHED 


The most popular method of caring 


Jbr manure in Ohio Is the covered 
Manure shed. To obtain the best re 
inlts the shed should be provided with 
i cement floor inclined at each en 
to allow a spreader to be run in a 
one end and out at the other; the side 
thould be sufficiently high to contal 
nil the manure to be stored. The ma 
oure should b« placed evenly over th 
Boor, and that from horses, cattl 
•heep and hogs mixed to prevent, as 
tar as possible, aerobic fermentation 
ind consequent loss of nitrogen. Th 
tattle in the yard should he allowed t 
trample over it and It may be worke 
tver by the hops without much danger 
of loss. In addition to being a store- 
house for manure, the shed furnishes 
i. shelter for farm animals which will 
compact the manure so that the aeor- 
blc fermentation responsible for the 
loss of nitrogen will be largely pre- 
rented.

'oundatlon. loaded from above and 
hus under direct pressure, a concrete 
column will withstand the strain of 
an enormous load. 
A much smaller 


oad so placed as to cause stretching 
or bending toward one side of the 
same column may cause It to snap 
off. for concrete Is strong, but brittle. 
On tho other hand, steel is tough and 
elastic. In the form of rods or wire, 
steel withstands massive loads that 
tend to stretch It, and thus displays 
a kind of Rtrength directly opposite 
to that of the plain concrete column.

modern construction these two 


valuable properties of concrete and 
steel are utilized by combining them 
in what is called reinforced concrete 
With steel properly burled In tha 


forced on every side; otherwise they 
might break in a manner somewhat 
similar to that In which the wooden 
post bends when the reinforcement 
s not on the proper side of the post. 
Tn tho effort to be safe it la a common 
fault to Insert more reinforcement 
than Is absolutely necessary.

Farm Machinery; 


Investment 


A difficult problem on th» American 


arm is to decide how much and what 
:ind of machinery should be purchas- 
:d. 
Some farms are so overstocked 


rlth machinery that the depreciation, 
nterest and repair* eat up much ot 
he profit*. 


Assuming the average depreciation, 


on machinery at 10 per cent, and th« 
ntereet on the money invested at 8 
)er cent, wo have an average yearly- 
expense of approximately 113 on each 
$100 
Invested in machinery. A man 


who has $1.500 worth of machinery 
would have $196 expense on thia alone 
in interest and depreciation. 
If hi* 


work could be done with half this 
amount, he could save $97-50. 
This 


would be equivalent to the interest on 
$1,626 at 8 per cent. 


A farm of SO acres cannot profita- 


bly use 4-horse machinery because 3 
horses should do the work on a farm 
of this size. In buying machinery too 
large In proportion to the size ot the 
farm unnecessary expense is added. 
This comes not only In the increased 
cost of machinery but

qulred.

THE BOX STAJJj. 


The production of manure in the 


box stall is probably the beat of the 
old methods, since it requires the 
least expenditure of labor. However, 
more bedding is required to keep the 
animal clean and the accumulated 
manure furnishes an ideal breeding 
jlace for flies. The manure so pro- 
duced, if kept evenly distributed over 
the floor, will be thoroughly com- 
pacted and will sustain only a small 
;oss of nitrogen so long as the animal 
remains upon It, but if the manure is 
allowed to remain In the stall after 
the animal is removed there will be 
considerable loss of nitrogen both as 
ammonia and aa free nitrogen, due to 
the drying out and breaking up of the 
uric acid Into ammonium carbonat*, 
and to the action of tha baetoria on 
the organic nitrogen compounds.—

time had come for congress to consider 
regulation of merchant marine compan- 
ies.
